East Coast could face 
evacuations if storm 
doesn’t alter course 

Raleigh, N.C. 

A powerful Hurricane Earl threat- 
ened to sideswipe much of the 
East Coast just ahead of Labor 
Day, worrying countless vacation- 
ers who planned to spend the tra- 
ditional last week of summer at 
the beach. 

The Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency warned people 
along the Eastern Seaboard to pre- 
pare for possible evacuations and 
islanders in the Turks and Caicos 
hunkered down in their homes 
Tuesday as the Category 4 hurri- 
cane steamed across the Caribbe- 
an with winds of 135 mph. 

Earl was expected to remain 
over the open ocean before turning 
north and running parallel to the 
East Coast, bringing high winds 
and heavy rain to North Carolina’s 
Outer Banks by late Thursday or 
early Friday. From there, forecast- 
ers said, it could curve away from 
the coast somewhat as it makes it 


way north, perhaps hitting Mas- 
sachusetts’ Cape Cod and the 
Maine shoreline on Friday night 
and Saturday. 

“My guests are calling and 
they don’t know what to do and 
I don’t know what to tell them,” 
said Dave Dawson, owner of the 
oceanfront Cape Hatteras Motel 
in Buxton, N.C. 

Forecasters cautioned that it was 
still too early to tell how close Earl 


might come to land. But not since 
Hurricane Bob in 1991 has such a 
powerful storm had such a large 
swath of the East Coast in its sights, 
said Dennis Feltgen, spokesman for 
the National Hurricane Center. 

“A slight shift of that track to the 
west is going to impact a great deal 
of real estate with potential hurri- 
cane-force winds,” Feltgen said. 

Even if Earl stays well offshore, 
it will kick up rough surf and dan- 


Path of Destruction

was centered about 150 miles east 
of Grand Turk island — and 1,000 
miles southeast of Cape Hatteras, 
N.C.— as it headed northwest at 14 
mph. Close on its heels was Tropical 
Storm Fiona, which was not expect- 
ed to reach hurricane strength for at 
least several days. (AP) 


gerous rip currents up and down 
the coast through the Labor Day 
weekend, a prime time for beach 
vacations, forecasters said. 

The approaching storm troubled 
many East Coast beach towns that 
had hoped to capitalize on the BP 
oil spill and draw visitors who nor- 
mally vacation on the Gulf Coast. 

FEMA administrator Craig 
Fugate said state and local author- 
ities may need to order evacuations 
along the Eastern Seaboard later 
this week if the storm does not veer 
away as expected. 

“Today is the day to make sure 
you have your plan completed and 
your supplies in place,” he said.

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U.S. Doubts Terror Ties in Scare

Washington 

The FBI probe of two men arrested 
in Amsterdam after suspicious items 
turned up in one of the men’s lug- 
gage is finding they were probably 
not on a test run for a future terror 
attack, a U.S. official said Tuesday, 
casting doubt on earlier suggestions 
even as Dutch authorities held the 
pair on suspicion of conspiring to 
commit a terrorist act. 

The U.S. does not expect to 
charge the men, a law enforcement 
official said. The two men arrested 
in Amsterdam — both traveling to 
Yemen — did not know each other 
and were not traveling together, a 
U.S. government official said. The 
officials spoke to The Associated 
Press on condition of anonymity. 

The Amsterdam arrests came at 
a time of heightened alert less than 


two weeks before the ninth anni- 
versary of the Sept. 11, 2001, ter- 
ror attacks. Before officials began 
casting doubt on the test run theo- 
ry, FBI agents were chasing down 
leads in Detroit, Birmingham, Ala., 
and Memphis, Tenn., a law enforce- 
ment official said 

A U.S. official identified the 
men as Ahmed Mohamed Nasser 
al Soofi and Hezam al Murisi 


TSA screeners discovered sus- 
picious items in Al Soofi’s bag, a 
cell phone taped to a Pepto-Bis- 
mol bottle, multiple cell phones 
and watches taped together, and a 
knife and box cutter, according to 
another U.S. official who had been 
briefed on the investigation. 

None of the checked items vio- 
lated U.S. security rules, so TSA 
allowed al Soofi to fly. (ap) 


Calif. Doctor Is Found Dead Stuck in Chimney

Police say a California doctor 
apparently tried to get into the 
home of the man she had been dat- 
ing by sliding down the chimney. 
Her decomposing body was found 


there days later. Police Sgt. Mary 
DeGeare says investigators do not 
suspect foul play in the death of Dr. 
Jacquelyn Kotarac. 

Authorities say the 49 -year- 
old apparently climbed on the 
roof Wednesday night, removed 


the chimney cap and slid feet first 
down the flue after unsuccessfully 
trying to get into the house other 
ways. DeGeare says the man whom 
Kotarac was pursuing had left the 
home unnoticed to avoid a con- 
frontation. (AP)

Chile Mine 
Engineers' 
Tough Task 

San Jose Mine, Chile 

The effort to save 33 Chilean 
men trapped deep in a mine is an 
unprecedented challenge, min- 
ing safety experts said Tuesday. It 
means months of drilling, then a 
harrowing three-hour trip in a cage 
up a narrow hole carved through 
solid rock. 

If all of that is successful, the 
freed men will emerge from the 
earth and “feel born again,” said 
an American miner who was part 
of a group dramatically rescued in 
2002 with similar techniques. But 
that rescue pulled men from a spot 
only one-tenth as deep. 

First, engineers must use a 
31-ton drill to create a “pilot” hole 
from the floor of the Atacama Des- 
ert down 2,200 feet. Then, the drill 
must be fitted with a larger bit to 
carve out a rescue chimney that 
will be about 26 inches wide. 

Finally, the men must be 
brought up one at a time inside a 
specially built cage, (ap)

Jerusalem 

A Palestinian gunman opened fire 
Tuesday on an Israeli vehicle in the 
West Bank and killed four passen- 
gers on the eve of a new round of 
Mideast peace talks in Washing- 
ton. The Islamic militant group 
Hamas claims responsibility for 
the shooting. 

Police spokesman Micky Rosen- 
feld said the gunman opened fire at 
a vehicle traveling near Hebron — 
a volatile city that has been a flash 
point of violence in the past. Some 
500 ultranationalist Jewish settiers 
live in heavily fortified enclaves in 
the city amid more than 100,000 
Palestinians. 

Israel’s national rescue service 
said the victims were two men and 
two women. It gave no further 
details. Israeli media reported that 
one of the women was pregnant 
and that the dead ranged in age 
from mid-20s to mid-40s. Every- 
one in the car was killed. 

The attack occurred as Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Netan- 
yahu was en route to Washington 


The Great Divide 

Expectations are low and U.S. of- 
ficials concede that success in 
Thursday’s negotiations may be 
defined simply as an agreement to 
meet again. The goal is to formalize 
a peace agreement in a year’s time 
that will lead to the creation of a 
Palestinian state. But with the two 
sides far apart on all the key issues, 
the going is expected to be slow and 
fraught with difficulties, (ap) 


for a White House summit launch- 
ing peace talks on Wednesday. 
Palestinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas was already in the U.S. cap- 
ital meeting with U.S. Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton. 

Asked about the shooting, State 
Department spokesman PJ. Crow- 
ley said the U.S. is aware “there 
are those who will do whatever 
they can to disrupt or derail the 
process.” 

It was the deadliest Palestinian 
attack against Israelis since March 
2008. “Israel will not allow terror- 
ists to raise their heads and will 
exact a price from the murderers 
and those who send them,” Israeli

The Great Debate for Fenty, Gray 


With two weeks until 
Democratic primary, 
mayoral foes face off 


Washington 

The man who runs Washington 
is in danger of losing his job in a 
hotly contested election, but the 
post that’s up for grabs isn’t pres- 
ident. It’s mayor. 

The winner of the election will 
have to deal with the city’s serious 
problems: high poverty rates, high 
unemployment and epidemic num- 
bers of people with HIV or AIDS. 
And because Congress oversees the 
city there’s always an extra layer 
of bureaucracy. 

“The mayor of the District of 
Columbia is a governor, a county 
executive and a mayor all in one,” 
said former Mayor Marion Barry, 
who ran the city from 1979 to 1991 
and again from 1995 to 1999. “It’s 
an excruciatingly difficult job ... A 
lot of the solutions to your problems 
are out of your control.” 

This year’s contest has turned 
unusually nasty, with accusations 
flying between the two Demo- 
cratic front-runners: Mayor Adri- 
an Fenty, who is seeking a second 
four-year term, and Vincent Gray, 
chairman of the 13-member D.C. 
Council. Still, the main differences 
between the men seem to be per- 
sonality and what they have to say 
about the city’s schools. 

The two will debate at the 
Newseum Wednesday at noon 
in an event being sponsored by 
The Washington Post, NBC4 and 
WAMU 88.5. It will also be carried 
on radio, television and online.

There’s no Republican seeking 
the post in a city where three-quar- 
ters of voters are Democrats, so 
whoever wins the Sept. 14 Demo- 
cratic primary has a virtual lock on 
the general election in November. 
Early voting began Monday. Three 
other Democrats are running, and 
the primary winner will also face 
a green party candidate. 

Fenty, 39, a former councilman 
with a law degree from Howard 
University, snagged The Wash- 
ington Post’s endorsement and 
points to low crime rates during 
his time in office. 

Gray, 67, ran an organization 
serving homeless youth before 
being elected to the council six 
years ago. 


Gray touts his experience as 
council chairman and has benefited 
from an anti-Fenty sentiment. 

An early August poll found the 
two men within 3 percentage points 
of each other, within the poll’s mar- 
gin of error. 

But a more recent Washing- 
ton Post poll showed Gray lead- 
ing Fenty 49 percent to 36 percent 
among all Democratic voters. 

The poll, published Sunday, 
showed Fenty is struggling to win 
support from black residents and 
is failing to excite his base enough 
for them to show up to the polls in 
large numbers. 

Each candidate, meanwhile, 
accuses the other of cronyism. Gray 
says Fenty steered a parks contract 
to a friend; Fenty accuses Gray of 
improprieties with a contract for 
the city’s lottery. 

Gray supporters call Fenty 
arrogant, and Fenty promised 
in a recent television adver- 
tisement to be more inclusive.

A Defining Moment 

Knowing more work lies ahead, Obama declares Iraq combat over 


‘Through this remarkable 
chapter in the history of the 
United States and Iraq, we have 
met our responsibility.

Washington 

Closing a divisive chapter of Ameri- 
can history, President Obama marked 
the end of the nation’s combat mis- 
sion in Iraq on Tuesday without 
declaring victory, winding down 
the U.S. role in a war he considered 
a terrible mistake. 

Obama’s defiant pledge to end the 
war helped catapult him into office. 
Now as commander in chief, he is 
intent on assuring the nation and 
the stretched military that all the 
work and bloodshed in Iraq was not 
in vain, declaring that because of it 
“America is more secure.” 

Though the U.S. commitment in 
Iraq is winding down, as many up 
to 50,000 troops will stay as long as 
the end of next year to help train the 
country’s forces and operate coun- 
terterrorism missions. And Obama 
is sending more troops to Afghani- 
stan, the home base of the Sept. 11, 
2001, al-Qaeda terrorists, where 
Americans have been fighting for 
nearly nine years. 

“It is going to be a tough slog,” 


Obama said in remarks Tuesday to 
soldiers at Fort Bliss, Texas, a post 
that has lost 51 soldiers in the Iraq 
war. “But what I know is that after 
9/11, this country was unified in say- 
ing we are not going to let something 
like that happen again.” Defense Sec- 
retary Robert Gates said success in 
Afghanistan was possible but “is 
not inevitable.” 

“It’s not going to be a victory 
lap,” Obama said at Fort Bliss. “It’s 
not going to be self-congratulatory. 
There’s still a lot of work that we’ve 
got to do to make sure that Iraq is an 
effective partner with us.” 

In fact, Iraq is in political turmoil. 


its leaders unable to form a new gov- 
ernment long after March elections 
that left no clear winner. In Baghdad 
on Tuesday, Vice President Joe Biden 
pressed Iraqi leaders anew to break 
the impasse. The uncertainty has left 
an opening for insurgents to pound 
Iraqi security forces, hardly the con- 
ditions the U.S. envisioned for this 
transition deadline, which Obama 
announced 18 months ago. 

Since the war began, more than 
4,400 U.S. troops have been killed 
and almost 32,000 have been wound- 
ed. The war is one of the longest in 
the nation’s history, even as the one 
in Afghanistan continues. 


Obama’s big day was defined by 
what it was — a turning point, a prom- 
ise kept — and by what it was not. It 
is not the end of the war. More U.S. 
troops are likely to die. 

In a telling sign of the domestic 
troubles weighing on his own nation, 
Obama reserved part of a war address 
to campaign for his efforts to revitalize 
the U.S. economy. On a night focused 
on his role as commander in chief, he 
said his “central responsibility as pres- 
ident” was to get people back to work. 
“Our most urgent task is to restore our 
economy,” Obama said. 

The Iraq war linked Obama and 
President George W. Bush before the 
Democrat won the White House, 
and has ever since. Obama never 
ran against Bush, but his 2008 cam- 
paign against Republican Sen. John 
McCain often felt that way. 

Fittingly, Obama called Bush 
about Iraq on Tuesday, more than 
seven years after the former presi- 
dent declared that major combat oper- 
ations were over. The White House 
said the call was private and would 
not say more, ben feller (ap)

spend a day on the disabled list. 

For Strasburg, while his injury 
is serious and the recovery long, 
the prognosis is good. Most come 
back from the procedure as good 
as or better than they were before 
the injury. Still the fickle throw- 
ing arm remains a source of disil- 
lusionment, with news of its failure 
capable of leaving even the tough- 
est athletes at a loss. 

“It didn’t take a matter of 
minutes. It took, definitely, a 
few hours,” Strasburg said 
when asked when he made 
peace with his diagnosis.

Bob Bradley led the U.S. men to 
an upset of World Cup champion 
Spain, their first appearance in a 
final at a major FIFA tournament 
and the top spot in their group in 
South Africa.

Get Sand in Your Shoes 


Colo.’s dunes offer 
camping, hiking and 
yes, sandboarding 

Mosca, Colo. 

Driving up to Great Sand Dunes 
National Park and Preserve, the 
view seems almost silly: Across 
from shallow creeks at the base 
of the IdjOOO-foot Sangre de Cris- 
to Mountains sit the largest sand 
piles in North America, kept in 
place by wind and water. 

Melting snow, mountain creeks 
and storms regularly flush sand 
down the western side of the moun- 
tains, and southwesterly winds 
push the sand back on itself It’s a 
cycle that has created dunes up to 
750 feet high, with sweeping views 
of mountains and sky. 

Camping overnight at the park 
allows for unique views in moon- 
light, sunrise and sunset, but it’s

The Great Sand Dunes National Park 
and Preserve is located near Mosca, 
Colo., about 240 miles southwest of 
Denver and 185 miles north of Santa 
Fe, N.M. The park is open daily year- 
round and admission is $3 for ages 
16 and older.

also possible to squeeze in a day trip 
from Denver or Santa Fe, N.M. 

A water bottie or two, some sun- 
screen and a little planning is all 
you need for a hike up the sand. 
But first some tips. 


Park officials aren’t kidding 
when they say the high-altitude 
dunes get piping hot in summer, 
even though temperatures usually 
don’t get much above the mid-80s. 
The sand can reach 140 degrees, 
so it’s best to hike it in sneakers 
or closed shoes, either early in the 
morning or in the evening. 

Sandals and flip-flops do come 
in handy for one thing though: In 
spring and early summer, melting 
mountain snow replenishes Meda- 
no and Sand creeks, which snake 
around the dunes. It’s refreshing to 
wade barefoot or in sandals in the 
water before and after a hike. 

The park has alpine and forest 
trails, but one of the simpler sand 
hikes is up High Dune. Fill up water 
bottles at the visitors center and 
head to the next parking lot. Plan 
on about 90 minutes to get to the 
top of High Dune, with breaks for 
photos and to catch your breath.

Jamaica-born chef Levi Roots achieved the 
American dream — in Britain. After appearing on 
BBC venture capitalist reality show “Dragons’ Den” 
(think “The Apprentice” with an English accent), he 
ignited a tropical food revolution and a craving for his 
Reggae Reggae Sauce ($4.75 a bottle, Curiosityshoptea. 
com) in the U.K. His latest book, “Caribbean Food 
Made Easy” ($25, Mitchell Beazley), just came out 
in the U.S. You can also catch his show by the same 
name Saturdays at 1 p.m. on the Cooking Channel. 

We grilled him on island cuisine, katherine boyle (express) 


We have the greatest fusion food 
in the world: Spanish, French, 
English, Italian — there’s a bit 
of everything. But all the islands 
are unique, and use spices differ- 
ently. For example, in Jamaica, 
ackee is a national fruit, and salt- 
fish and ackee is the national dish. 
But in Barbados, they use ackee to 
feed the pigs! In Jamaica, we eat 
jerk chicken while Cuba eats jerk 
pork. All the islands have their 
own identity. 

What’s the most common miscon- 
ception about Caribbean food? 

People always think it’s a sweet 


food. People think of fruits, pud- 
dings and sweets. If you have the 
sunshine kit (see below), a typi- 
cal dish can have only one or two 
ingredients and have a variety of 
tastes, not just sweet flavors. 

What’s an easy island dish? 

Fish is something that’s easy and 
an everyday part of life in the 
Caribbean. It’s healthy and simple. 
Spicy mackerel with green banan- 
as is an easy dish. 


What’s your favorite recipe in the 
book? 

Pineapple, avocado, orange and 
mint salad with ginger dressing. It’s 
simple, healthy and delicious. 

Your sauce is famous in Britain. 
Why is it special? 

When you crack open a bottle of 
Reggae Reggae Sauce, it makes 
you happy. It reflects the fun side 
of cooking and eating with friends 
and having a good laugh. 


The Caribbean Pantry: The islands have always been known for their spices. But which ones should you keep 
in your kitchen? “I call it nny Caribbean sunshine kit," says Levi Roots. “It's six or seven key ingredients, and if you 
have thenn you will always be able to bring sunshine into your kitchen." Scotch bonnet peppers: These very hot 
chilis add heat and taste. Allspice: Made from pimento seeds, this blend stars in smoked meats. Bay 
leaves: Roots recommends using dried leaves, which, when cooked, impart a rich, earthy 
flavor. Plop them in sauces and stews. Ginger: Jamaicans drink ginger beer and tea, and 
bake the spice into cakes. Thyme: Fresh or dried, it blends well with all the other spices 
Roots recommends. In his new book. Roots puts it in Golden Pumpkin Rice or Caribbean 
Curry Sauce. Garlic: Roots recommends trying different varieties, like green garlic, k.b.

What made you decide to go 
on “Dragon’s Den”? 

It was an inspired action. I don’t 
watch TV because music is my love, 
but I wrote a song about my sauc- 
es and sang it at an exhibition. A 
producer contacted me and asked 
me to go on the show. My children 
said I couldn’t slay the dragons as 
a Rastaman, so I did it to prove 
them wrong. 

Mow’d you learn how to cook 
Caribbean food? 

I was brought up in Jamaica, and 
my parents left in the 1960s to go to 
the U.K. They would send for one of 
their children every year, and as the 
youngest I was the last to leave, so I 
stayed with my grandmother until 
I was 12. She taught us to cook. I 
picked up everything: the stories, 
the food. It stuck with me. 

So did you bring your Jamaican 
traditions to the U.K.? 

Yes, winters were bad in the U.K. 
I felt like I was uprooted, so food 
helped me overcome the culture 
shock.

GRIDDLED EGGPLANT 


Ingredients 
» 3 yellow peppers, deseeded 
and finely diced 
» 3 sticks of celery, finely diced 
» 4.5 oz., butternut squash, 
peeled, deseeded and finely 
diced 

o 3 garlic cloves, finely 
chopped 

o 2 large eggplants, cut into 
1-inch rounds 
» 1 1/2 hot red chili (ideally 
Scotch bonnet), deseeded 
and finely chopped, to taste 
» 3 TBS tomato puree 
» 3 TBS tamarind paste 
a 2 TBS demerara sugar, to 
taste 

a 2 TBS flat-leaf parsley leaves, 
to garnish 

a 5 TBS olive oil, plus 2 TBS to 
brush on eggplants 

Serves 4 

Preheat the oven to 350^F. 

Heat the oil in a large saucepan 
and add the peppers, celery, butter- 
nut squash and garlic, cooking until 


almost soft (about 10 minutes). Mean- 
while, brush the eggplants with oil 
and fry very quickly in another pan, on 
both sides, to brown (this looks great 
done on a ridged griddle). 

Add the chili tomato puree, tama- 
rind and sugar (go carefully with the 
sugar) to the softening diced vegeta- 
bles along with 4 or 5 tbs. water; cook 
for another 5 minutes. Taste, and add 
more sugar or tamarind if necessary 
for a sweet and sour balance. 

Put the eggplants in an ovenproof 
dish. Top with dollops of the sauce 
and cover. Cook in the oven for 20 to 
25 minutes, or until the eggplant is 
tender. Serve garnished with parsley.
